Late et night wo arrived at KERTOPATI, tho station of 
PALEMIBANG. By car I wes taken tc the Kempei-Tai. Iri ediately 
upon errivel I got sonething to cat and a very ernicable 
conversation started. After this I received tre first 

lows fron interpreter HAYASFI; tris happened without any 
warning. He struck my heac with his fist until I sank down 
on acccunt of dizziness. --- 


Next ovening, August 17,1943, I wes efein interrogated 
by Corperal YAM:ASEITA 3 blows wore not lacking again. Like 
HAYASHT (this is a Formosan and es suck is called LIEN SIK 
TJONG) YAMASHITA first struck mo with ris fist on the head, 
then with a horsewhip on ny back. He stoppcd only when as

The focd me be Cescribed es bad and ccnsisted of a 
helping of white rice and a few slices of cucuihers three 
times a dey; certainty it was not more that a calory-valuc 
of 500 per ran and per csye We hed to drink jointly fron 
a fingerbow!; often with more than 12 people, The cel 
was no larger then 2 x 4 meters enc we were lying prettily 
like sardines cone rext to tre other, Natureliy tre hygienic 
situation wes extremei:y pad. When I had become nore fit 
again, I was acoin be-ven by YAUASHITA, i.e. with ris wide 
lincn belt with iuckiv, he struck me violet-bluc fron tre 
butteck regicn until the ankles, sc that sitting becanc 
inpocsible te me. Bither I was standing or I was lying 
cown on my belly in the cell, 


At this tine en Ind nesian was brovght in suspected 
of treft of © bicycle, The poor man was stending in the 
middle of a circle of Japanese ane actec as @ balle I could 
see and hear it from ny colic Tn spite of many blows tke 
nan continucd to ceny »~ad now the “watcr cure" was applied 
to hin, Tris I ceutd not ses but I heard the youiting 
behind ny cell, wrile later, wren be nassei in front of 
the cell, he was cll wete Tren tre first ill-treatment was 
repeateds Now I heard tre blows, Apperently this was too 
nuck for tre poor ran. for he collapsed. He was put dcwn 
on tke floor in frent of ny ccll, Without. having regained 
conscicusness he exnirec during the night at abcut 2 o'clocke 
The corps? wes quickly ut into tre luggage space of a car 
end a chauffeur drove cif witr it.

During the months of August and Septcriber 1943 there 
was & raid enong the aroonese; somebcdy was saia to reve 
discovered a plot e¢eiast Japen anong treme Many were 
errested and of tne yYundreds of Anbenese friends not many 
are left. Hovover, tris was nct settled by tre Kenpci- 
Tai alone. bus aiso by the Keimobu. The Kenpoi-Tai cid 
participate anc nearly all Kerpei-Sei members rave cn that 
occasion been guilty cf severe torturingss --- 


In tre neentine things were not going so well with ne 
either; severs) tines I was interrogetec, not cnly apout 
my own case bus also for the suppiying of infornaticn 
concerning suspessec Cnoines2 and about ail sorts of things. 
For irstvenee I was intorregatee about the coings, the 


connections of persons wren I had rardly ever net. As I 
could not renly to this properly, I siuply rec to uncergo 
those tortures. * * * * 


Anotrer tine I was accused of owning a firearn. This 
was said to heve been ropcrted by & spye However, I did 
not own e firearn, so tret a search of the house did not 
yield anything. The last treatment I underwent probably 
wos an effort tc intinicetion. In the evening I was 
breught by car to © cistent plantaticne Tre Indonesian 
chauffeur prcpared e pits; I had to kneel in front of this 
pit, wrile SazicT put his sabre on my neck. Mirnaculously 
I escaped from this murder, because tre gentlenen could 
not find fault with me, 


About the end of September 1943 many prominent rpoople 
were arresteds Most were troeted by the Bunseiubu. 


In the neentine I had gracuxlly wen the confidence of 
the Kenpei Tai anc I had regularly to attend tc tre priscners,. 
Not only wounds, ctc. ceused by iil treatment, but elso 
ordinary illnesses like malaria, beri-beri, cysentery, CtCe 
wrich I did tc the best cf ny ability. --- 


The first patient I hed to treat wes brought in nore 
dead then alive, Fe had been so maltreated that he rad 
one inflaned burn from tre buttock rogion to thre ankles. 
I treated hin for six months, and tren he walked around 
like a gorilla. ‘Tris was the Chinese 4. KOPF fron Djanbi. 
He was said to have acted as en anti-Jepanese spy. Probebly 
he shall never become quite ncrnmal againe 
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As far as I st: cen rencnber I will state hereunder 
tre nanes cf sone ¢ ie to wnon I attended medicaliy and 
who either Cied or wiio Pave cone through alive (all arrested

For tre dcad, who all died as e result of torture under- 
gone, I often rec to sign a certificate, stating thet the 
person in question had died of tronicel molarie, a reart- 
Ciscese or beri-beri, So tresc were 211 felse certificates, 
of which I have signed about 17 in ell. 


As & revenge for tke nurder of the Kempcei-Tai Corporel 
MOCFISOTTO, which wes not solved, no less than 100 people: | 
from fer Item were arrestc., of whom there reueined nomore’ 
tren 20. The remrincer disapnearec witrout trece. --- 


I cstimate thet in tctel meny nore tran 100 people 
breve dicd ss ea result of torturins by the Kenpci-Tei depart-

Head of the NenpeisTei here wes Mejor JALANE. TAKASE. 
Sonctines he assisted perscnelly at the tortures, for 
instence at mine, and then wscd to lcok on smiling. He 
certainly knew about everything thet rappencd at the 
Kenpei-Teli. 


Anong tre &xbonese whom T know, personally end who died, 
are BAKARBESEY end TUWA PATTNAJL, betr working at the Notr. 
Indics Tex Office, Trey cied two drys after their arrests 
this I know from their wives, wro were celled by the Gunseibu 
in orcer tc take svey tre corpses cf their tusbands, The 
worren tolc ne tris.
